NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 4th November 1974 

GJS.R, 447(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred bv Section 25 of the University 
Grants Commission Act, 1956 (3 of 1956), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the University Grants Commission (Disqualification, 
Retirement and Conditions of Service of Members) Rules, 1956, namely,— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the University Grants Commission (Disqualification. 
Retirement and Conditions of Service of Members) (Amendment) Rules, 1974. 

(2) These shall come into force with effect from the date of their publication in 
the official Gazette. 

2, Tn the University Grants Commission (Disqualification, Retirement and Conditions 
of Service of Members) Rules, 1956,— 

(i) in rule 5, for Clauses (viA), (viB) and (viCl the following Clauses shall be 
substituted, namely,.— 

"(viA) The post of Vice-Chairman shall carry a scale of pay of 
Rs. 3.000-100-3500; 

Provided that where the Vice-Chairman is a retired Government Officer, the 
salary so Payable together wilb the pension or the pensionarv value of 
terminal benefits or both, as the case may be, received bv him from the 
Government for his prst services, shall not exceed Rs, 3,500 pm, 
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(viB) The Vice-Chairman shall be paid the house rent allowance admissible 
to Central Government servants of the first Grade in the scale of 
Rs. 3000-100-3500; 

(viC) The Vice-Chairman shall be allowed travelling facilities and travelling 
allowance in accordance with the rules and orders applicable to Central 
Government Servants of the first grade in the scale of Rs. 3000-100-3500.”
